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Background of I nv en tio n 

This invention relates^o the portable workstation designed to hold & secure a 
computer keyboard and mouse on the users lap for added comfort and posture improvement. 

All computers are equipped with a needed keyboard and mouse. Here is no properly 
positioned work area provided with this standard equipment. Therefore consumers were forced 



to place these items on a desk area. They must reach and or strain their shoulder and back 
museles after extended periods of computer work due to the lack t>f a given workspace. 

Thereafter, inventors created a workstation that attaches to an existing desk ledge with 
the use of clamps and other attaching devises* { As in patent #6, 1"58 ;3 59 X which becomes 
ineffective after extended periods of<x>mputer use. There is still an undue strain placed-on the 
user's back^shoulder and eyes r (due to tha position of the "extension " off of tlie existing 
desk.). 

Several types of detached workstations liave been proposed - for example in US patent - 
5,735;222,. Although intriguing to the eye, they do not support the_proper alignment and 
position need for user comfort. 

a) There manufacture does not allow for the user to adjust thetilt and angleibr optimum 
comfort to the individual user. There is no flexibility to the user in regards ^) mobility. 
Since the pole extensions^orleg supports must be placed l>et ween w around the legs 
of the user, thus movement is restricted. 

b) If one uses a permanently attached workstation, there is a concern for the left handed 
user, which would need to use the mouse on their left side (their natural master of 
motor skilk) \ 

c) There has also been a proposal utilizing a tray designed with extruded walls (See 
patent #D427,165) . This is not made for the best posture or comfort of the user since 
this tray must be used with in the confines x)fthe users4esk; there is no advantage to 
the user due to the lack of adjustability. No tilt or positional adjustments cante made 
for individual comfort. 
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Summary 


In accordance with the present invention, a portable keyboard and mouse workstation 
10 comprised of a so lid piece of wood with recessed areas to accommodate a keyboard ami 
J mouse.^An attaehed:filled hag on the underside of the board ^provides the stability and 
SB adjustability that is needed for individual comfort' iThe disadvantages^ wrist and shoulder 
B strain demonstrated in the above section are eliminated by allowing tte user to place the 

keyboard and mouse on their lap; By positioning the fitted bag, the user can adjust Ae tilt and 
portion of the keyboard and mouse to seduced -shoulder, wrist and posture strain. 

Besides the objects and advantages of the portal keyboard and mouse workstation 
described in my above patent, several objects and advantages of ^ to:

3. Provide the proper workstation for left handed users by situating the mouse area to the 
left of the user. UntU now^there are no portable left^ 

advantage. 
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4. Provide a-wbrkstation for infra-red keyboard users that is truly portable and can be 
used in any comfortable position whether on floor^ couch, bed, t>r ehair. 

5 . Provide a portable workstation that individuals of any age or size can use 

6. Provide a workstation that will match any room d6cor by offering a variety xyf wood 
tones and fabric choices to meet the individuals 5 tastes^nd^Jesires. 

7. Provide a-portebte workstationthatcan be treated as^a piece- ofine fiirniture and 
become part of thexomputer room fixtures without looking out ofplaee. 

8. Provide a portable workstation that can easily be put away without having to remove 
cumbersome clamps, cables, tripods, and other connecting devices that mustte 
mounted to4he desktop. 

9. Provide a portable workstation that helps reduce the unnecessary strain on the 
individual's shoulder by having to reaeh for the mouse while working at thexomputer. 

10. Provider portable workstation that reduces back strain by improving ones posture 
while sittingin front of the computer, tyfettingt he i nd i v idual sit kramore upright 
position with his / her back straight and securely in their chair. 

1 1. Provide a portable workstation that lets the user sit further back from the computer 
monitor thus helpin^to eliminate unnecessary eyestrain caused by sitting too eloseto 
the monitor screens.
